Western Europe 
produced last year 6,909,000. kilogrammes, 
against 5,748,000 in 1006 and 5,490,000 in 
1905; the Levant and Central Asia 3,026, 
000-kilogrammes, against 2,625,000, in 1906 
‘and 2,420,000 in 1905 ; the Far East, inclu- 
ding India, 13,125 000 kilogrammes, against 
12,541,010 in 1906 and 10,909,000 in 

1905 ; making a total world’s production of 
22,060,00 Lilogrammes against 20,913,000 
in 1906 and 18,830,000 in 1905. Tho year 
1907 thus holds the record, thanks to the 
coincidence that, with Shanghai as about
